He was unable to talk, but 
the brain was advanced in the direction 
required in ancestors whose offspring 
were required to attain ultimately the 
power of communicating with their fel- 
lows by the symbolism of speech. F 
“He is therefore regarded not as an 
ape-like man but rather as a man-like 
ape and he reveals to us that period of 
human evolution more remote than the 
Pithecanthropus [the Java man] early 
in the Pliocene geological epoch, or 
even in the Miocene, when human stock 
had only very slightly advanced beyond 
that which led to the moaern apes.”

Press).—Strychnine mixed in capsules 
compounded at the- University of Ohie 
Dispensary for colds was tonight held 
responsible for the death of one student, 
David I. Pusken of Canton, possibly the 
cause of the death of another student, 
Charles H. Hubs of Logan, and the rea- 
son for the ilIness of masy others in the 
Jzst four days. ‘ 

Definite trace of strychnine found 
late today in the stomach of Pusken, 
who died suddenly Sunday, strengthened 
the belief of university. officials that 
the poison was probably intentionally 
put in the medicine. 

As a result, university officials this 
aftérnoon turned the official investiga- 
tion>of the situation over to ‘Columbus 
polite authorities. ‘ Police Prosecutor 
John J. Chester Jr. and other officials 
late this afternoon ‘conferred with uni- 
versity. officials’ but -did mot disclose. 
any. new developments in the case, 

Univegsity officials promptly placed 
every. facility of the institution at the 
disposal of the police investigators and 
pledged their -heartiést cooperation.

One Capsule Contained Only Poison. 


Columbus police officials tonight ques- 
tioned Dean E. F. McCamphbell of the 
College of Medicine, George D. Thomp- 
son, also of Canton, the last student 
taken violently ill, and arranged to- 
morrow to question all students in the 
College of Pharmacy who have been on 
duty. in the Ghapensary, in the last two 
weeks. 

Discovery of definite traces of strych- 
nine in the stomach of Pusken made it 
certain that the poison was involved 
ih at least three of the five or six more 
serious cases which have developed since 
last Thursday. But chemical tests of 
nearly two-thirds of the capsules issued 
for. treatment of colds failed to reveal 
any trace of the poison except in gné 
capsule,

Says Victimizing of Aliens Invoived 
Millions and Thinks It Can

Commissioner of Immigration Henry | Te 
H. Curran demanded yesterday an. “im- 
“mediate personal apology to~all con- 
cerned’? from Supreme Court © Justice 
S. A, Cotillo for statements charging 
agents of railroads stationed on Bilis 
Island with fleecing immigrants. The 
accusations were included in the report 
of the Joint Legislative Committée on 
the Exploitation of Immigrants, of 
which Justice Cotillo was Chairmen. 
This committee was authorized by the 
State Legislature to investigate all 
agencies dealing -with immigrants.

The com- 
mittee also prepared a questionnaire 
which was answered by 617 transmission 
agericies, according to its report. 

“There will be no apology to Commia- 
sioner Curran’ nor to any one else,’’ said 
Justice Cotillo last night. “‘As a matter 
of fact, if Commissionér Curran wants 
apologies he may get something else. 
We have records of graft on Ellis Is- 
land in thousands of cases involving 
millions of dollars—not by Ghenuitaclon:

It can only come if 
based on good-will, sympathy and un- 
derstanding and it is the lack of ac- 
quaintance and understanding between 
men and ‘nations that makes for war. 
Here are gathered the students from 
the nations of the earth, learning about 
each other and learning to*un erstand 
one another.” 

Mr. Rockefeller said that in time of 
war so much is heard of the willing 
sacrifices made by men and women.) 
“Tf men would be willing to make one- 
hundredth part of those sacrifices to 
make peace, then never again would 
war disgrace any”land,’’ he added. “‘I 
can imagine no greater \contribution to 
the country and the world than for each 
man here to be ready to make his sac- 
rifice so that peace may come and be 
maintained.’’

_EGYPT HOLDS PRIMARIES. 


Country Is Quiet Except for Riots at 
Mehalla-tel-Kebir.

CAIRO, Feb. 4.—The Primary.) elec- 
tions passed off peacefully today in 
Cairo and upper Egypt. The latest re- 
turns show that Adly Sarwat and Sidky 
Pasha have been elected as electors. 
Ex-Premier Zaghlul Pasha, however, 
failed by one vote to be elected a dele- 
gate. 


At the last -election, when as- today, 
Zaghlul Pasha was a private individual, 
his drive from-his house to the pol ling 
booth was a triumphal. procession be- 
tween two lines of cheering crowds. and 
a special tent was erect outside the 
booth for his accommodation; today he 
drove unobserved to the booth, entered, 
deposited his voting paper, and came 
out and returned to his house without 
one voice being raised in welcome. 

Zaghlul Pasha was defeated for dele- 
gate by Talaat Pasha, President of the 
National Court of Appeal, which plain- 
ly expressed its disapproval of his 
régime by wholesale acquittals of the 
men whose prosecution hlul Pasha 
had ordered when in- power. 

One place where peace was not Kept 
was at Mehalla-tel-Kebir, which often 
in the t has been a centre of excite- 
ment. ere trouble began at 8 o’clock, 
when a mob attacked the police station 
and practically besieged the election 
centre. The attack was held in check, 
but a serious riot broke out soon after 
the selection of the-first presiding com-

Elting Says 38,950, Not 40.000 
Cases, Were on the Sagatind.

A revolutionary process in the manu- 
facture of paper was described before 
the Technical Association of the Paper 
Industry at its meeting yestcrday by 
John Alexander, General Manager of 
the Nekoosa-Edwards Pa 
of Port Edwards, Wis. r. Alexander 
told how to save a third of a ton of 
coal for every ton of paper made by 
substituting for steam paper drying 
equipment operated by electricity gen- 
erated from local water power. 

Under the plan at the Port Edwards 
mill, instead of drying by steam, the 
usual method, the wet sheet of paper in 
its unfinished state goes into an elec- 
trically heated chamber, passing five 
times over rolls in front of heating coils.

Supplementing this, Mr. Alexander ex- 
plained equipment to carry the steam 
from the aper out of the drying cham- 
ber into ordinary steam radiators to heat 
the mill. he new equipment has been 
in operation many months, long enough, 
according to Mr. Alexander, to demon- 
strate its commercial practicability.

tries of Canada, it might be well to re- 
late some facts concerning just the 
amount of pulpwood exported to this 
country. 

“Ninety per cent of the forest ‘areas 
of Canada are Crown lands and there 
is an embargo in effect now covering 
them. Hence, only 10 per cent. of the 
forest area could possibly be affected. 
Part of this 10 per cent. is owned by 
Canadian mills. from which no wood 
would be exported; part by the farmers 
and settlers in Canada from whom the 

* Canadian mills buy in open competition 
with the American companies, and part 
owned or leased by ‘the American 
companies themselves.

Superintendent O’Shea said that it was 
not intended now to dismiss classes

Conferences between representatives of 
the three faiths have been going on 
for six months. There have been dis- 
cussions by Cardinal Hayes, the Rev. 
Dr. Walter M. Howlett of the New York 
Federation of Churches and Rabbi Da- 
vid de Sola Pool. According to Dr, 
Howlett, it is the figst time that Catho- 
lics, Protestants and Jews have cooper- 
ated on a large scale in this city re- 
garding religion. Q 

Not Scheoi Board’s Affair. 


‘‘The Department of Education has not 
taken any stand in the matter,’’ said 
Dr. O’Shea. ‘Officially, it is not our 
affair. If religious instruction is to be 
given atfer school hours and away from 
school property, that is something not 
coming within the jurisdiction of the 
department, so far as I can see. 

“The Catholics have been giving re- 
ligious instruction to the children of 
some public schools after school hours 
for two years. It is now proposed to 
have cooperation among these three 
great religious bodies giving religious in- 
struction. According to Dr. Howlett, who 
represents the Protestants, this is ex- 
teenage necessary. He says the figures 
show that only 400,000 of the 1,200,000 
children jof the city receive any relig- 
ious instruction. Representatives of the 
three faiths argue that this has some- 
thing to do with the proportions the 
crime wave has reached, and they think 
something can be done to combat it by 
teaching children the love of religion, 
_ love of God and the love of neigh- 

tis " : 

Asked if children would be compelHed 
to attend the religious schvols, ; 
O'Shea said: 

“Attendance will be absolutely volun- 
tary, They may attend or not, as they 
dike.”

Dr. Howlett added that a wéalthy real 
estate man on hearing of the move- 
mient-had sent an unsolicited check for 
$500 to further it, saying he felt that 
the future of the city was endangered 
by the growing lack of religion and he 
regarded the check as a business 
investment.

Tennessee Legislators Vote Down 
Proposed Federal Amendment. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. ,4.—Tennes-

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THE PARIS AGREEMENT. 


Colonel Harvey a- couple of weeks 
ago ironically congratulate* Secre- 
tary HucuHEs upon being able to con- 
strue a@ document which he had not 
read. Well, Mr. Hucues has read it 
now, and so has the Senate. Yet the 
Secretary’s interpretation of it is pre- 
cisely the one he gave out bef6re. He 
continues to maintain that the Paris 
agreement lays no-obligation what- 
ever upon the United States, whether 
legal or moral. He adds, in his letter 
to the President which was forwarded 
to the Senate, that “the agreement 
“makes no provision for sanctions, 
**and does not commit the United 
“States in any way to any action in 

“case the contemplated payments are 

“not made.” 

This is no doubt correct. Yet there 
are sanctions lying behind the Dawes 
Plan. They were explicitly provided 
for in the London agreement of last 
Summer, in which our Government 
benevoiently participated. Today we 
have placed ourselves in the position 
of being a beneficiary of the Dawes 
Plan, and if anything should happen 
to prevent us from getting the money 
under its operation, the natural in- 
ference would be that our Government 
would at least look around to see what 
could be done. If it did not, who can 
doubt that Congress would urge the 
Administration to see to it that we 
got. our rights? It is not a question 
of our having bound ourselves to do 

_ anything, but solely of our self-in- 
terest and national dignity requiring 
us to do something in case of a default 
by Germany. This was the conclusion 
drawn by the Paris Temps atthe 
etime of the signing of the agreement. 
)It said: 


The fact of having closely, associated 
the United States in the problem of 
reparations, of having directly inter- 
ested that country in the execution of 
the Dawes Plan, may be thought to 
have coysiderable political importance. 
It is the first time in five years that 
Washington officially resumes co- 
operation with the Alliés in the estab- 
lishment of peace. May one: not hope 
that being at present interested in the 
execution of the Dawes Plan—a plan 
due to American initiative—the Gov- 
ernment of tha United States will use 
all of its influence under all circum- 
stances to compel Germany to dis- 
charge her obligations? May one not 
hope that American opinion will here-. 
after have a larger conception of_the 
entire range of the problem of peace 
and of all the exigencies of the po- 
litical and economic reconstruction of 
Europe? 


That this is not a strained interpre- 
tration of the Paris agreement most 
fair-minded Americans would agree. 
We have not pledged ourselves’ to do 
anything to make the Dawes Plan a 
success, but we have taken steps 
which render it almost inevitable that 
we shall, in fact, do what may seem 
to us to be necessary to that end. An- 
other newspaper opinion, expressed at 
the time, may be cited as testimony 
to the general impression made by the 
American signatures appended to the 
document drawn up by the Finance 
Ministers at Paris. The comment of 
The Manchester Guardian was as fol- 
lows: 


The Paris agreement does not tech- 
nically or formally cofhmit America 
to participation in European politics. 
But that it will, almost inevitably, in 
the course of time lead to much closer 
cooperation than has hitnerto been 
Possible between the United States 
Government and the Governments of 
Europe is not likely to have escaped 
Mr. HucHeEs’s notice any more than it 
has that ofthe Allies. 


What also can hardly have escaped 
Mr. Huaues’s notice is the certainty 
that no explanation of his can satisfy 
_certain United States Senators. They 
‘demanded the information which Sec- 
(retary HUGHES has now supplied. But

any evil intent, but tearfully protest 
that he has led the country along the 
flowery path of dalliance with Euro- 
pean wickedness.

Will Colonel 
HarveErY also, now that he has taken 
his stand upon the great moral prin- 
ciple that no editor should ever ac-

THE PUBLIC AS CENSOR. 

In accordance with Governor 
SmitTH’s recommendation, Assembly- 
man HaCKENsuRG ‘has introduced a 
bill calling for the abolition of the cen- 
sorship of moving pictures. It should 
have favorable consideration. The 
Board of Censors has proved itself in 
practice at once a vexation to pro- 
ducers and a failure in safeguarding 
the public. Themes and situations 
that are without offense to any but 
prurient and prudish minds have been 
barred, while exhibitions of blood and 
violence continue much as usual. 

The ‘situation is admittedly not easy 
to control, but it can be most effec- 
, tively handled, at least in the first 
instance, by those most directly con- 
cerned, the producers and their pub- 
lic. The producers have acknowl- 
edged responsibility by retaining Mr. 
Hays as unofficial censor. An. equal 
responsibility rests upon the public, 
especially upon parents. Pictures that 
offend should be reported at once’ and 
any failure to alter or retire them 
should be given full publicity. Only 
the fly-by-night. adventurer gains by. 
appealing to low and depraved tastes. 
Responsible managers are as deeply 
interested ‘as their patrons in uphold- 
ing good standards of taste and of 
morality. 

The ultimate remedy, as Governor 
SMITH points out, lies in the law. 
Exhibitions damaging to public morals 
are_heavily penalized. The statute 
was written long before the advent of 
the moving picture, but it provides for 
all of the grosser offenses. ‘‘ If you 
believe it to be not strong enough,” 
says Governor SMITH, ‘ strengthen 
it.”’ The need is less for strengthen- 
ing it than for making it at once more 
flexible and more explicit. In a dozen 
subtle ways the moving picture makes 
virtue repulsive and vice alluring. 
But it should not be impossible to 
frame a statute against adventures 
that enlist sympathy in behalf of 
criminals and glorify crime by giving 


dt the habiliments of heroism. 
~ 








AUSTRIAN DEFLATION. 

Dr. ZIMMERMANN, the League of 
Nations Commissioner for Austria, is 
due today in Geneva to make his regu- 
lar report on the progress of the 
League’s reconstruction program in 
that country. Vienna dispatches indi- 
cate that while he admits that condi- 
tions in Austria have not been~ good 
since a number of large private bank- 
ers failed last Spring as a result of 
overspeculation, yet there are many 
favorable factors, foremost among 
which is.the general continuation of 
the Government’s financial stability. 
As a matter of fact, nothing has oc- 
curred to change the fundamentals in 
the situation. Austria is suffering the- 
pains of deflation, with the result that 
the outward signs of prosperity are 
less conspicuous than a year ago, and 
there is a new wave of pessimism. 

These, however, are but surface in- 
dications. The great problem today, 
as it has been ever since 1919, is 
whether this small agrarian State with 
its enormous city can form a self- 
sustaining economic unit. A _ definite 
answer to this question will probably 
not be forthcoming for two or three 
years at least. It is still the hope of 
many ‘Viennese that their city will 
again become the financial capital of 
Southeastern Europe. They believe 
that by the natural force of circum- 
stances the old financial relations be- 
tween Vienna and the surrounding 
countries will gradually be resumed. 
They point to the fact that during the

This has as yet 
been hardly touched. Several million 
horsepower may one day be available-' 
The problem is to utilize it in such a 
manner as to give Austria an active 
industrial population with an ever- 
increasing exportable surplus of manu- 
factured goods. Here the principal 
difficulty is in raising the capital 
wherewith to construct the necessary 
dams and power stations. The money, 
so far, has not been available inside of 
Austria, despite the fact that during 
the last two years a_ considerable 
amount of exiled Austriag capital has 
returned. Foreign money markets 
have not shown themselves particu- 
larly disposed to extend a _ helping 
hand. 32

ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 


In speaking of the freedom of 
Judges, an ~eminent authority says 
that complete freedom—unfettered and 
undirected—there never is. There are 
limitations of statute, of precedent, 
of tradition, of immemorial technique, 
which hedge even men on the bench. 
A Judge is especially under certain 
restraints of speech. It {fs hard for him 
to dissociate himself from his office 
in any utterance touching questions 
that may come before him. Perhaps it 
is even more difficult for the teacher 
to make clear to the public that he is 
ever speaking privately as a citizen 
and not as an agent of the State. The 
Judge adjourns-court and lays aside 
his robes. The teacher is the teacher 
always. His real citizenship is in the 
generation to come. 

The code of academic freedom which 
is being framed by teachers for teach- 
ers must have this distinguishing fact 
in mind. The largest freedom in the 
world. of their making through their 
teaching may mean self-restraint, self- 
denial, self-repression in one capacity 
in 6rder that they may express them- 
selves more fully in another. It goes 
without saying ‘that there should be 
no restraints upon teachers in their 
own subjects, except the conscientious 
regard for truth. Teachers are free 
of some of the restraints of Judges, 
such as specific statutes or clearly de- 
firféd precedents, unless, indeéd, they 
accept these with their positions. But 
there are necessary restraints upon 
freedom, however, which are self- 
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are the Sey seek eg of one’ Ss own know!- 
edge. “If these restraints ate not con- 
scientiously respected, ‘they should be 
imposed. hd é 

It is when the teacher steps outside 
the university, college or school that 
he finds ‘himself confronted’ with 
duties as a citizen of his own day and 
generation. Here he should have the 
freedom of.any other citizen. But in 
its exercise he must not only con- 
stantly. bear in mind and make clear 
to others that he is acting and speak- 
‘ing in his private capacity; he must 
also constantly remember that his 
higher citizenship is in the world of 
his pupils,, and that his freedom in 
that world is, after all, of the highest 
consequence. - Whatever contributes 
most to that should determine the 
nature and extent of his participation 
in the controversies of the political 
citizenship of his-own day.

NO FARM LEGISLATION. 


Congress is not weary of trying to 
do something for the farmers, but 
President CooLipcE seems to be. He 
washes his hands of farm legislation 
at this session of Congress... The Pres- 
ident is prudent in dissociating him- 
self from certain agricultural bills, 
and there is room for regret that he 
did not take a similar-detached posi- 
tion regarding the report of his own 
Agricultural Commission. i ; 

Even the farmers are suspicious of 
the permanency of two-dollar wheat, 
and are proposing to inquire whether 
wicked men are not “ cornering ” the 
crop. A proposal to forbid the export 
of wheat so as to prevent a rise in the 
price of bread is obviously the work 
of enemies of the farmers. When the 
President announced his farm policy 
in October last he said that the farm- 
ers had “ suffered enough from ‘those 
“ who have attempted to barter their 
“votes for unsound remedies.” He 
thought that the best way to stop that: 
was to appoint a commission which

But the commission has not produced 
that result- The farmers are not 
agreed even at Washington, and there

The farm- 
ers of Nebraska, for example, have 
just adopted a program which con- 
tains not one of the authoritative pro- 
posals at Washington and which spe- 
cifically rejects some of them. 
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DOGS AND MEN AT NOME. 


Balto, the long-haired Siberian sledge 
dog that guided his teammates into 
Nome- when GuNNAR Kasson, with 
his precious freight of diphtheria se- 
rum, had. lost the trail, should have a 
monument when he lies beneath the 
tundra. There could be no more fit- 
ting epitaph than his master’s tribute: 

I couldn’t see the trail. Many times 
I couldn’t even see my dogs, so blind- 
ing was the gale. I gave Balto, my 

lead-dog, his head and trusted to him. 
He never once faltered. It was Balto 
who led the way. The credit is his. 

Through whirling snow in the night 
hours Kasson smacked his whip over 
his “ huskies.” Balto had run true, 
keeping the course by instinct. Named 
after a pioneer, he was Kasson’s lead- 
dog in the Moose sweepstakes race in 
1915, which he won. He also headed 
the team that carried RoaLD AMUND- 
SEN north when the Norwegian was 
preparing to fly by airplane to the 
North Pole. Balto comes of a breed 
that is half wolf. It is native to 
Siberia, where NANSEN reports hay- 
ing seen “ many fine, powerful sledge 
dogs ’’ at Ananyno. “ It is reckoned,” 
said NANSEN, “that they can go 90 
versts at a stretch without feeding.” 
Most of the “ huskies ” that took part 
in the relay run with the life-saving 
serum from Nenana to Nome were 
dogs of Siberian blood. Tough of 
fibre and big-lunged, tier. had under- 
gone training in the Nome Derbies for 
just such an ordeal. Thousands of 
dollars change hands in these dog 
races. The winners are as famous in 
Alaska as Man o’ War and Ladkin 
are in this part of the world. 

The greatest of all races that Nome 
has known is the race against time 
with antitoxin on a course of 650 
miles to stay the plague at Nome. 
There Dr. Curtis WELCH, the town’s 
only physician, was waiting anxiously 
for relief. If it did not come soon, 
dwindling survivors might be burying 
the dead. Epidemics are peculiarly 
deadly in the subarctic. Day by day, as 
each ‘‘ musher ’’ picked up the serum 
and gave his dogs their heads, the 
outside world heard how the race for 
the relief of Nome was going. We 
learned to know the men drafted to 
drive through the frozen wilderness 
from settlement to settlement, some- 
times scores of miles apart. The speed 
at which they traveled threatened 
frostbite and exhaustion. But there 
was something indomitable about these 
seasoned veterans who _ volunteered 
their services: LEONARD SEPPALLA, the 
Finn; Ouson, Hammon, ‘‘ Eskimo:’’ 
Petz, and GUNNAR KAsson, the 
wegian, a motley and hardy lot. * I 
was to be relieved at Safety,’’ said 
Kasson, telling of the last lap, *‘ but 
“we did not stop. Balto knew the 
‘* way.’’ Six hundred and fifty miles 
through the snows, with the tempera- 
ture far below zero and the wind rag- 
ing, in five and a half days! That 
was the record they ‘‘‘hung up.’’ Dr. 
WELcH, with the 300,000 units of an- 
titoxin brought in, was soon able to 
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report thatthe epidemic was ‘‘ under

He Thinks question is raised by 
the Papers the announcement that 
President CooLiIpce is 

Are Enough. disinclined to trust 
the judgment of advisers who are 
telling him that at frequent intervals he 
should tell the country by radio what 
he thinks on subjects deemed by him 
important. He was told, truly enough, 
that his recent economy speech, thus 
distributed, was well received by many 
listeners and caused much comment 
through the country, all favorable; but 
it is stated that he ‘‘feels that the 
newspapers are efficent in presenting 
Government problems.” 

So they are, and there is not one of 
them in the United States, or many in 
Europe, that will not print for-him any- 
thing to which he wants to give pub- 
licity. And they won’t charge him a 
cent for doing it, either. Only on very 
special occasions do the broadcasters 
feel able to give entirely gratuitous 
service, even to the President. The 
‘hooking up’’ of many stations is an 
expensive process, and the charge for 
it is not light, even when the use of 
the broadcasting stations is free. 

And, after all, it, is doubtful if the 
President can get better publicity, or 
gnore of it, by radio than from the press. 
He can get it a-little more quickly, of 
course, but in larger amount he cannot, 
and probably its quality is not so good. 
Some, indeed, probably will listen to a 
Presidential speech by radio on a seri- 
ous but not exciting topic like govern- 
mental economy who would not read it 
in the paper: but listening and reading 
are different things, and it must not 
be assumed for a moment that every re- 
ceiving set is tuned in for a speech by 
the President. Fhat is not done for 
anything whatever, though too often 
one both hears and reads that this or 
that radio outgiving has had for audi- 
ence pretty nearly the whole popule- 
tion of the country. These assertions 
always are wild exaggerations, and they 
would be even though every broadcast- 
ing station in the United States has 
stopped all other gactivities and been 
devoted to the same one. 

The newspapers are not, or at any 
rate need not be, alarmed by what the 
radio can do. It.can help them, per- 
haps, but there is no evidence that it 
ever will hinder them in the exercise of 
their natural tasks. The newspaper can 
be read at convenience, and anything in 
it can be preserved for reference if de- 
sired; the radio must be heard at a 
moment not selected by the hearers or 
not at all, and while it is conceivable 
that permanent records some day will 
or may be -made of its sounds, it is 
not conceivable that everybody or even 
every household ever will be supplied 
with the elaborate machinery which such 
reception would require.

FAILURE. OF THE: DRY LAW, 


True Temperance Is Urged.

‘When a law, theoretically sound, 
proves disastrously unsound in actual 


a law. 

The Volstead act is the most typical 
example now before the public. ‘This 
statute certainly “has created startling 
disrespect for other laws—as our Crim- 
inal Court dotkets testify. Through 
this, the folly of attempting to force 
upon the people unwarranted restrictions 
of personal habits, affecting their free- 
dom of action to the point of, tyranny, 
can now be seen clearly by any open- 
minded person. 

Prohibition, after four years’ trial, has 
done a little good to the very few— 
mostly ‘the weak-minded, lacking will 
power of their own—but, taken by and 
large, it is the most dismal failure fh 
the country’s history, if statistics are 
to be believed. _The tiny body of drys, 
united, forced their will, through 3,000 
odd legislators, upon 110,000,000 people, 
unorganized. 

For scores of centuries the custom of 
partaking of wine has been observed 
throughout the world as not only harm- 
less, but in countless cases of actual 
medicinal value. Alcohol is an essen- 
tial aid. to human life—prohibition fanat- 
ics notwithstanding. For the body gen- 
erates alcohol from the sugar content 
in food eaten. This must furnish sad 
reflection to those who are fairly ob- 
sessed against alcohol, for they cannot 
club Nature into dine. 

Following prohibition thousands of 
deaths have been recorded from poison- 
ous. wines and liquors; thousands more 
have died whose deaths were not so 
recorded. Even more serious is the 
alarming increase in gastric and renal 
hospital cases caused directly, by 
“‘green’’ beverages—home brews. and 
wines—imperfectly made and heavily 
laden with by-product toxins that kill 
only by slow degrees. 

Murder, robbery and poisoned death 
for the past four years have formed a 
fearful triad of daily performance in 
every portion of the United States. Mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent in the 
attempt to stifle beverages containing 
alcohol—the use of which dates back to 
remctest antiquity—but it is HMke back- 
firing a motor Much noise is nadc, but 
nothing accomplished. 

Abraham Lincoln had sound views 
upon temperance, as in all other things. 
I. have never noticed prohibitionists 
quoting him upon the subject, for the 
great emancipator said, in part: 

‘*Prohibition will work great injury to 
the cause of temperance. It is a species 
of intemperance within itself, for it goes 
beyond the bounds of reason in that it 
attempts to control a man’s appetite by 
legislation—and makes a crime out of 
things that are not crimes. A prohibi- 
tion law strikes a blow at the very 
principles on which our. Government was 
tounded.” 

When the martyred President claimed 
that’ “prohibition goes beyond the 
bounds of reason in that it‘attempts to 
control a man’s appetite by legislation,” 
he voiced an opinion which has been 
approved by ‘the leading educators and 
statesmen of the present day. The his- 
tory of prohibition has definitely shown 
the wisdom and accuracy of Lincoln’s 
observation. 

Five years ago, if a débutante were to 
partake of Nquor from a pocket flask 
offered by her consort at a public func- 
tion, both would. have been instantly 
condemned and censured as having vio- 
lated every precept of good form. ‘To- 
day this custom is in a fair way to 
become a permanent institution, for it is 
viewed by all with tolerance as “‘sport- 
ing.’". When and if the Volstead act is 
modified, the necessity for intoxicating 
young girls at social affairs will ne 
longer be seen, for with temperance re- 
established, the social use of alcohol will 
no-longer dominate the situation as the 
chief topic of interest. 

President Lincoln knew that excesses 
form the natural revulsion of feeling 
and action against repression—in all 
laws of nature. It is interesting to con- 
jecture, speaking of excesses, how many 
of the hundreds of persons treated at 
Bellevue Hdspital alone of our city in- 
stitutions for alcoholic ‘‘submersion”’ 
within the past six months would have 
been there at all had it been possible 
for them to observe true temperance at 
their homes with light wines and beer, 
purely made and legally sold. 

The Volstead act should be repealed; 
we might at least try to approximate 
the safe, sane and satisfactory systerh 
now in effect in Quebec, where all laws 
are respected because all laws are fair 
to all, and where intoxicdtion is not 
seen. In Canada level-headed temper- 
ance predominates. Here temperance is 
not even permitted! 

The people here, deemed by the law- 

making drys as not having sufficient 
intelligence to deserve temperance, as 
fin Canada, are seemingly not bright 
enough to rescind the Volstead act in 
the same’ manner as imposed—the only 
way to remove it—and establish Can- 
ada’s sensible system of true temper- 
ance.

Would ave Paid ‘Commis- 
sion of Three.

Declares Defects of Present System 
Are Due to Outside Interests 
) of Members. 


le Errors in the parole of prisoners could 
be corrected if instead of being a 
part-time body, whose members have 
other. interests, the State Parole Board 
were made’a full-time commission and 
the study iof convicts a mandatory duty 
preliminary te the granting of paroles, 
according to. E. R.. Cass, Secretary_of 
the Prison Association of New York. 

Mr, Cass’s suggestions followed the 
criticism ‘of Judge Franklin Taylor of 
Kings County, that the Parole Board 
was a ‘State Sob-Ssister Commission” 
and that. nothing wovftd be lost if the 
borad were abolished as. reco rates 
by Governor Smith. 

“Judges who really ‘want to oak 2 stop 
to crime, or at least help. to reduce it, 
have a very real grievance against the 
parole .system,’’* Mr. Cass said. “The 
fundamental trouble is that the board is 
nothing more than a highly-paid, rub- 
ber-stamp piece of machinery. It con- 
sists of two members, who are paid, and 
the State Superintendent of Prisons, who 
is a member ex-officio and may be rep- 
resented by a deputy.. These two paid 
members have other «interests. ‘The 
State Suntetmmndonk of Prisons has im- 
portant duties. The result is. that the 
farmer gives little time to.the work and 
the latter, perforce, is generally repre- 
sented by a deputy. 

‘In practice it ‘works out ‘this w: were 
Four consecutive days are generally 
chosen for a swing around the prisons. 
Auburn, Clinton, Great Meadow and 
Sing Sing are visited in turn. One day 
is avetas to each. but the actual meet- 
ings of the board average from two to 
four hours, 

“In sthat brief Bob from twenty to 
- hty or even 100 cases are considered. 

e members have no bac ound of the 
omae that come before em. They 
never see the prisoner until that moment. 
He has come up for parole automatically 
and he is asked a. few. questions, the 
papers.in the case are glanced at and 
then, except in rare cases, he is paroled.

The mem- 
bers are paid a year and, worked 
out on the a4 of the number of days 
devoted to the work, the salaries come 
to something more than $65 a day-for 
each of the two paid members. 

“Governor Smith suggests the abolition 
of the board and the transfer of its 

duties to the Industrial Board. We 
think that would be no less a mistake 
than the present system. 

believe the solution lies in the 
creation of a _ full-time State Parole 
Roard. This board should. consist of 
three paid members. The. Chairman 
should be paid from $7,500 to. $10,000 
ane the two other members. about $5, 

r $5,500 each. It should be their duty 
to constantly. visit the prisons, keep, in 
teuch with the prisoners, learn the cir- 
cumstances surrounding their cases and 
the prison conduct of the men. Then, 
when the man came up for considera-

“The evil of the present system does 
not end with the part-time board and 
its hurried decisions. When a prisoner 
is paroled he is turned over to some 
private .° organization.

They have to.go out and 
beg for money to do the work that the 
State of New York should do. So that 
in addition to a full-time, well-paid 
Parole Board we need a staff of parole 
officers.”’

Italy Orders. Test to Determine 
Advisability of Excavation. 


ROME, Feb. 4 (Associated Press) .— 
A bee s0is acagip es preliminary excavations 
will soon be begun to determine the 
cost and whether it is advisable to carry 
out a complete excavation of the ancient 
Circus Maximum, in the valley between 
the Palatine and Aventine Hills. 

This work has been started and then 
abandoned several times in the past few 
years, but it now has been décidéd by 
Royal Commissioner Cremonesi that the 
preliminary digging shall be carried out 
under the supervision of the State, but 
at private expense. If the experimental 
work proves the advisability of continu- 
ing the digging, some arrangement will 
be reached for financing the complete 
excavation. 

It is recalled that some years ago Pro- 
fessor Giacomo Boni, the noted ar- 
chaeologist, -began excavations on the 
site of the historic circus, but that 
work was abandoned because the as 
gers found several reet of water just 
below the surface, entailing more expen- 
ditures than the excavators were able to 
meet..
